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SENATE  RULES. 

Fifty-eighth  General  Assembly, 
1933. 

QUORUM. 

1.  A majority  of  the  Senators  elected 
shall  constitute  a quorum,  but  a small- 
er number  may  adjourn  from  day  to 
day,  or  for  less  than  one  day,  and  com- 
pel the  attendance  of  absent  members. 

ROLL  CALL. 

2.  The  Senate  shall  keep  a Journal 
of  its  proceedings,  which  shall  be  pub- 
lished. 

Upon  the  request  of  two  members 
made  before  the  Senate  has  taken  action 
on  any  other  question,  which  request 
may  be  oral  or  in  writing,  and  before 
or  after  a viva  voce  vote  or  before  or 
after  a division,  the  yeas  and  nays  shall 
be  taken  on  any  question  and  entered 
upon  the  Journal.  Any  member  arising 
to  a question  of  personal  privilege  for 
the  purpose  of  demanding  the  yeas  and 
nays  on  any  question  or  matter  shall 
be  given  precedence  over  all  other  mat- 
ters. 

protest. 

3.  Any  two  Senators  shall  have  the 

right  to  dissent  and  protest  in  respect- 
ful language,  against  any  act,  or  reso- 
lution which  they  may  think  injurious 
to  the  public  or  to  any  individual,  and 
have  the  reason  of  their  dissent  en- 
tered upon  the  Journal:  Provided , that 

when,  objection  is  made  that  the 
language  of  a protest  is  not  respectful, 
the  Senate  may  refer  the  same  back  to 
the  Senators  protesting. 

15 
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DISORDERLY  BEHAVIOR. 

4.  The  Senate  may  punish  its  mem- 
bers for  disorderly  behavior,  and,  with 
the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  all  the 
Senators  elected,  expel  a Senator,  but 
not  a second  time  for  the  same  offense; 
and  the  reason  for  such  expulsion  shall 
be  entered  upon  the  Journal  with  the 
names  of  the  Senators  voting  on  the 
question. 

CONTEMPT. 

5.  The  Senate  during  its  session, 
may  punish  by  imprisonment  any  per- 
son, not  a Senator,  who  shall  be  guilty 
of  disrespect  to  the  same,  by  any  dis- 
orderly or  contemptuous  behavior  in  its 
presence;  but  such  imprisonment  shall 
not  at  any  time  exceed  twenty-four 
hours,  unless  the  person  shall  persist 
in  such  disorderly  or  contemptuous  be- 
havior. 

6.  The  doors  of  the  Senate  shall  be 
kept  open  except  in  such  cases  as,  in 
the  opinion  oir  the  Senate,  require 
secrecy. 

LENGTH  OF  ADJOURNMENT. 

7.  The  Senate  shall  not  adjourn, 
without  the  consent  of  the  House  of 
Representatives,  for  more  than  two 
days,  nor  to  any  other  place  than  that 
in  which  the  two  Houses  shall  be  sit- 
ting. 

FINAL  PASSAGE  BILLS. 

8.  On  the  final  passage  of  all  bills, 
the  vote  shall  be  by  yeas  and  nays, 
upon  each  bill  separately,  and  shall  be 
entered  upon  the  Journal;  and  no  bill 
shall  become  a law  without  the  concur- 
rence of  a majority  of  all  the  Senators 
elected. 
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READING  AND  PRINTING  BILLS. 

9.  Every  bill  shall  be  read  at  large 
on  three  different  days,  and  the  bill 
and  all  amendments  shall  be  printed 
before  the  vote  is  taken  on  its  final  pas- 
sage. 

10.  The  Lieutenant  Governor  shall 
be  President  of  the  Senate  and  shall 
vote  only  when  the  Senate  is  equally 
divided. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  PRESIDENT. 

11.  The  Lieutenant  Governor,  or  in 
his  absence,  the  President  pro  tempore , 
or  in  the  absence  of  both,  any  Senator 
called  to  the  chair  by  the  Senate,  shall 
take  the  chair  every  day  precisely  at 
the  hour  to  which  the  Senate  shall  have 
adjourned;  shall  immediately  call  the 
Senators  to  order,  and,  on  the  appear- 
ance of  a quorum  shall  cause  the  Jour- 
nal of  the  preceding  day  to  be  read. 

12.  The  presiding  officer  shall  pre- 
serve decorum  and  order;  may  speak 
to  points  of  order  in  preference  to 
other  members,  arising  from  his  seat 
for  that  purpose;  and  shall  decide  ques- 
tions of  order  subject  to  an  appeal  of 
the  Senate  by  any  two  Senators — on 
which  appeal  no  Senators  shall  speak 
more  than  once,  unless  by  leave  of  the 
Senate. 

13.  He  shall  rise  to  put  a question, 
but  may  state  it  sitting. 

14.  Question  shall  be  put  in  this 
form,  viz.,  “As  many  as  are  of  the  opin- 
ion that — (as  the  case  may  be)  say 
‘Aye,’  ” and  after  the  affirmative  vote 
is  expressed.  “As  many  as  are  of  the 
contrary  opinion,  say  'No’  ”.  If  the  Pres- 
ident doubts  the  result  of  the  vote,  or  a 
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division  is  called  for,  the  Senators  shall 
divide;  those  in  the  affirmative  shall 
first  rise  from  their  seats,  and  after- 
wards those  of  the  negative. 

15.  The  President  shall  examine  and 
report  to  the  Senate  in  writing  any  cor- 
rections in  the  Journal  before  it  is  ap- 
proved which  he  deems  should  be  made 
thereto,  and  if  said  corrections  shall  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Senate  the  same 
shall  be  made  by  the  Secretary.  The 
President  shall  have  the  general  direc- 
tion of  the  Senate  chamber.  When  the 
President  is  absent  from  the  Senate 
Chamber  or  leaves  the  chair;  the  Presi- 
dent pro  tempore  shall  preside;  if  the 
President  pro  tempore  is  absent  the 
President  shall  have  the  right  to  name 
any  Senator  to  perform  the  duties  of 
the  chair;  and  the  President  pro  tem- 
pore or  such  substitute,  as  the  case 
may  be,  when  presiding  shall  be  vested 
with  all  the  powers  of  the  President 
during  the  time  he  shall  act  as  such  and 
shall  not  lose  the  right  of  voting  on  any 
question  while  so  presiding;  but  such 
substitution  shall  not  exceed  beyond  one 
day. 

16.  In  case  of  any  disturbance  or 
disorderly  conduct  in  the  lobby  or  gal- 
lery, the  President  shall  have  the  power 
to  order  the  same  to  be  cleared. 

17.  The  President  of  the  Senate 
shall  assign  to  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  and 
his  assistants  and  to  the  policemen,  mail 
carrier,  pages,  stenographers  and  jani- 
tors of  the  Senate  chamber  and  commit- 
tee rooms,  their  respective  duties  and 
stations,  and  he  shall  report  to  the  Sen- 
ate the  misconduct,  or  neglect  of  duty 
of  any  policeman,  mail  carrier,  page, 
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stenographer,  or  janitor,  with  such  rec- 
ommendation as  he  shall  deem  proper 
for  the  action  of  the  Senate. 


DECORUM  AND  DEBATE. 

18.  When  any  Senator  is  about  to 
speak  or  deliver  any  matter  to  the  Sen- 
ate, he  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and  ad- 
dress himself  to  “Mr.  President,”  and 
shall  confine  himself  to  the  question  on 
debate  and  avoid  personalities. 

19.  If  any  Senator  in  speaking  (or 
otherwise)  transgresses  the  rules  of  the 
Senate,  the  President  shall,  or  any  Sen- 
ator may,  call  him  to  order,  in  which 
case  the  Senator  so  called  to  order  shall 
sit  down,  unless  permitted  to  explain; 
and  the  Senate,  if  appealed  to,  shall  de- 
cide on  the  case  without  debate.  If  the 
decision  be  in  favor  of  the  Senator 
called  to  order,  he  shall  be  at  liberty  to 
proceed;  if  otherwise,  and  the  case  re- 
quire it,  he  shall  be  liable  to  the  cen- 
sure of  the  Senate. 

20.  If  any  Senator  be  called  to  order 
for  words  spoken  in  debate,  the  person 
calling  him  to  order  shall  repeat  the 
words  excepted  to,  and  they  shall  be 
taken  down  by  the  Secretary;  but  no 
Senator  shall  be  held  to  answer  or  be 
subject  to  the  censure  of  the  Senate 
for  words  spoken  in  debate,  if  any  Sen- 
ator has  spoken  in  debate  or  other  busi- 
ness has  intervened  after  the  words 
spoken  and  before  exceptions  to  them 
shall  have  been  taken. 

21.  If  two  or  more  Senators  rise  at 
once,  the  President  shall  name  the  Sen- 
ator who  is  to  speak  first. 
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SPEAKING  MORE  THAN  ONCE. 

22.  No  Senator  shall  speak  more 
than  twice  on  the  same  question,  nor 
more  than  once  until  every  Senator 
choosing  to  speak  shall  have  spoken,  nor 
longer  than  fifteen  minutes  at  any  one 
time,  without  the  consent  of  the  Sen- 
ate. 

2 3.  While  the  President  is  putting 
a question  or  addressing  the  Senate, 
no  Senator  shall  walk  out  of  or  across 
the  room,  nor  in  such  case,  nor  when 
a Senator  is  speaking,  shall  entertain 
private  discourse,  nor  when  a Senator 
is  speaking  shall  pass  between  him  and 
the  chair. 

24.  No  Senator  shall  be  permitted 
to  vote  on  any  question  unless  within 
the  bar  before  the  vote  is  announced. 
The  bar  of  the  Senate  shall  not  be  con- 
sidered as  including  the  space  imme- 
diately under  the  center  gallery  of  the 
Senate  chamber. 

25.  No  second  shall  be  required  to 
any  motion  presented  to  the  Senate. 

2 6.  When  a motion  is  made  it  shall 
be  stated  by  the  President,  or  being 
in  writing,  shall  be  handed  to  the  Sec- 
retary and  read  aloud  before  debate. 

27.  Every  motion  shall  be  reduced 
to  writing,  if  the  President  or  any  Sen- 
ator desire  it. 

ANNOUNCING  VOTE. 

2 8.  When  the  yeas  and  nays  shall 
be  taken  on  any  question,  no  Senator 
shall  be  permitted  to  vote,  or  to  change 
his  vote,  after  a decision  is  announced 
from  the  chair,  unless  by  the  unanimous 
consent  of  the  Senate. 
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WITHDRAWAL  OF  MOTION. 

29.  After  a motion  is  stated  by  the 
President  or  read  by  the  Secretary,  it 
shall  be  deemed  in  the  possession  of 
the  Senate,  but  may  be  withdrawn  at 
any  time  by  the  unanimous  consent  of 
the  Senate  before  decision. 

PRECEDENCE  OF  MOTIONS. 

30.  When  a question  is  under  de- 
bate, no  motion  shall  be  received  but — 

To  adjourn, 

To  call  the  House, 

To  lay  on  the  table, 

The  previous  question, 

To  postpone  indefinitely, 

To  postpone  to  a day  certain. 

To  commit. 

To  close  debate  on  pending  questions, 
or 

To  amend. 

Which  several  motions  shall  have 
precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they 
stand  arranged. 

During  roil  call  no  motion  or  other 
business  shall  be  in  order  until  after 
the  announcement  of  the  result  of  the 
vote. 


MOTION  TO  ADJOURN. 

31.  A motion  to  adjourn  shall  al- 
ways be  in  order  except  when  the  roll 
is  being  called  and  except  when  a pre- 
vious motion  to  adjourn  having  been  de- 
feated no  intervening  business  has  been 
transacted. 

A motion  to  adjourn  and  a motion 
to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  decided 
without  debate. 
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MOTION  TO  POSTPONE. 

32.  No  motion — 

To  postpone  to  a day  certain, 

Or  indefinitely, 

Or  to  commit, 

Being  decided  in  the  negative,  shall 
again  be  allowed  on  the  same  day,  and 
at  the  same  stage  of  the  bill  or  propo- 
sition. 

ENDING  CLAUSE. 

33.  A motion  to  strike  out  the  en- 
acting words  of  a bill  have  precedence 
over  a motion  to  amend,  and,  if  carried 
shall  be  deemed  equivalent  to  its  rejection. 

34.  When  a blank  is  to  be  filled,  and 
different  sums  or  times  are  proposed, 
the  question  shall  be  first  put  on  the 
largest  sum  and  the  longest  time. 

35.  No  person  shall  give  any  signs 
of  approbation  or  disapprobation  while 
the  Senate  is  in  session. 

OFFICERS’  DUTIES. 

SECRETARY  DUTIES. 

36.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Sec- 
retary to  keep  a journal,  in  which  he 
shall  seasonably  record  the  motion, 
resolutions,  rules  and  decisions  of  the 
Senate,  and  to  do  and  perform  all  such 
other  acts  appertaining  to  his  office  as 
may  be  required  of  him  by  the  Senate 
or  its  presiding  officer. 

SERGEANT-AT-ARMS. 

37.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Ser- 
geant-at-Arms  to  attend  the  Senate  dur- 
ing its  sittings,  to  execute  the  com- 
mands of  the  Senate  from  time  to  time, 
together  with  all  such  process  issued  by 
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authority  thereof  as  shall  be  directed  to 
him  by  the  President,  and  all  process  is- 
sued by  order  of  the  Senate,  or  any  com- 
mittee thereof,  shall  be  signed  by  the 
President. 

STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

38.  The  following  standing  commit- 
tees shall  be  appointed  by  the  Senate  to 
report  by  bill  or  otherwise:

The  chairman  or  acting  chairman  of 
each  committee  of  the  Senate  shall  keep, 
or  cause  to  be  kept,  a record  in  which 
there  shall  be  entered: 

(a)  The  time  and  place  of  each 
hearing,  and  of  each  meeting  of  such 
committee. 

(b)  The  attendance  of  committee 
members  at  each  meeting. 

(c)  The  vote  of  each  member  on  all 
motions,  bills,  resolutions  and  amend- 
ments acted  upon. 

Such  a record  shall  be  ready  and  ap- 
proved before  the  expiration  of  ten 
days  after  each  committee  meeting  or 
at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  com- 
mittee. 

Every  committee  hearing  shall  be 
open  to  the  public. 

There  shall  be  filed,  in  the  proper  en- 
velope, with  every  bill  or  resolution  re- 
ported upon,  a sheet  containing  the 
foregoing  information  as  to  such  bill  or 
resolution,  to  be  filed  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Senate  numerically  by  the  num- 
ber of  the  bill  in  such  form  as  to  be 
most  accessible  for  the  use  of  the  mem- 
bers and  the  public,  during  the  session, 
and  at  the  end  thereof  in  the  office  of 
the  Secretary  of  State. 

RECALL  OF  BILL,  RESOLUTION,  ETC.,  FROM 
COMMITTEE. 

39.  A majority  of  the  Senators  elect- 
ed may  by  resolution  recall  a bill,  reso- 
lution or  other  matter  from  a commit- 
tee and  discharge  the  committee  from 
further  consideration  of  the  same. 


RESOLUTIONS. 

40.  All  resolutions  presented  to  the 
Senate  shall  lie  one  day  on  the  table. 
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This  rule  may,  on  motion  supported  by 
a majority  of  the  Senators  elected,  be 
suspended,  except  as  to  a resolution  to 
recall  a bill,  resolution  or  other  matter 
from  a committee  to  which  it  had  been 
referred. 

DIVISION  OF  QUESTION. 

41.  If  the  question  in  debate  contain 
several  points,  any  Senator  may  have 
the  same  divided;  but  on  motion  to 
strike  out  and  insert,  it  shall  not  be  in 
order  to  move  for  a division  of  the  ques- 
tion; but  the  rejection  of  a motion  to 
strike'out  and  insert  one  proposition  shall 
not  prevent  a motion  to  strike  out  and  in- 
sert a different  proposition. 

RECONSIDERATION  OF  QUESTION  OR  NOTICE 
THEREOF. 

42.  When  a question  has  been  once 
made  and  carried  in  the  affirmative  or 
negative,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  a 
member  of  the  majority  to  move  for  the 
reconsideration  thereof,  or  give  notice 
that  he  will  make  such  motion  within 
the  time  prescribed  by  the  rules  for  which 
time  he  shall  have  control  of  the  motion, 
but  no  motion  for  the  reconsideration  of 
any  vote  shall  be  in  order  after  a bill,  res- 
olution, message,  report,  amendment  or 
motion  upon  which  the  vote  was  taken 
shall  have  gone  out  of  the  possession  of 
the  Senate;  nor  shall  any  motion  for  re- 
consideration be  in  order  unless  within 
the  next  day  of  actual  session  of  the  Sen- 
ate: Provided,  that  should  the  Senator 
giving  notice  of  the  motion  to  reconsid- 
er not  make  such  motion  within  the 
time  prescribed  by  the  rules,  any  other 
Senator  voting  with  the  majority*  may 
make  such  motion  within  the  next  sue- 
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ceeding  legislative  day,  but  no  notice 
of  a “motion  to  reconsider”  shall  be  re- 
ceived within  three  legislative  days  of 
the  time  fixed  for  the  final  adjournment 
of  the  General  Assembly.  Such  motion 
shall  take  precedence  of  all  other  ques- 
tions, except  a motion  to  adjourn. 

INTRODUCTION  OF  BILLS. 

4 3.  All  bills,  when  introduced,  shall 
be  read  by  the  title  only  and  referred  by 
the  presiding  officer  to  the  proper  com- 
mittee, unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the 
Senate.  All  bills  favorably  reported 
from  committee,  or  so  ordered  by  the 
Senate,  shall  stand  in  the  order  of  first 
reading,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by 
the  Senate,  and  shall  be  read  a first  time 
before  being  amended  and  may  be 
amended  in  every  particular  on  second 
reading.  Bills  reported  from  commit- 
tee without  recommendation  shall  lie  on 
the  President’s  table  unless  ordered 
placed  on  the  calendar  by  the  Senate. 

In  the  case  of  a bill  which  amends  a 
prior  statute,  the  author  of  the  bill  shall 
indicate  the  particular  changes  in  the 
following  manner: 

1.  New  words  and  figures  in  the  sec- 
tion amended  to  be  underscored. 

2.  Words  and  figures  in  the  section 
amended  which  are  to  be  omitted  or 
superseded  by  new  words  and  figures,  to 
be  shown  crossed  with  a line. 

No  bill  shall  be  printed  unless  the 
provisions  of  this  rule  have  been  com- 
plied with.  Bills  shall  be  printed  in 
conformity  with  this  rule  except  that 
underscored  parts  shall  be  printed  in 
italics. 

Omitted  and  superseded  words  and 
figures  crossed  with  a line  as  provided 
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in  clause  2 of  this  rule,  not  being  a part 
of  the  bill  to  be  enacted,  shall  not  be 
included  in  the  engrossed  copy  of  the 
bill  but  shall  be  omitted  entirely. 

ENROLLING  BILLS. 

44.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Enrolling,  Transcribing  and 
Typing  of  Bills  to  examine  the  same, 
correct  any  mistakes  therein,  and  report 
the  bills  to  the  Senate.  This  committee 
may  report  at  any  time. 

TABLE. 

4 5.  A motion  to  lay  any  particular 
proposition  on  the  table  shall  apply  to 
that  proposition  only. 

SUBSTITUTE  BILL. 

4 6.  When  a committee  reports  a 
substitute,  for  an  original  bill,  with  the 
recommendation  that  the  substitute 
pass,  it  shall  be  in  order  to  read  the  sub- 
stitute a first  time  at  once. 

NO  AMENDMENT  ON  THIRD  READING. 

47.  No  amendment  shall  be  in  order 
at  the  third  reading  of  a bill,  resolu- 
tion or  motion  requiring  three  readings; 
except  to  strike  out  an  emergency 
clause;  but  it  shall  be  at  all  times  in 
order  before  the  final  passage  of  such 
bill,  resolution  or  motion,  to  move  its 
commitment. 

48.  When  a bill  is  introduced  in  the 
Senate,  or  received  from  the  House,  it 
shall  be  read  at  once,  by  title  only,  or- 
dered printed  and  referred  to  the  proper 
committee,  which  shall  be  determined  by 
the  President  of  the  Senate,  unless  other- 
wise ordered  by  the  Senate. 
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SECRETARY  SENATE. 

CUSTODIAN  OF  BILLS. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Senate  shall  be 
the  custodian  of  all  bills  introduced  in 
the  Senate,  or  reported  from  the  House, 
which  shall  be  kept  in  his  office,  and 
shall  be  withdrawn  from  his  office  only 
when  required  for  printing  or  by  the  re- 
spective standing  or  special  committees 
of  the  Senate,  and  upon  the  order  of 
the  chairman  or  acting  chairman  of  such 
committee,  and  the  clerk  of  such  com- 
mittee or  person  delivering  such  order 
at  the  Secretary’s  office  shall  subscribe 
his  name  upon  the  bill  record  before  re- 
moving any  such  bill  from  the  Secre- 
tary’s office.  No  bills  shall  be  withdrawn 
from  the  Secretary’s  office  in  any  other 
manner. 

No  copies  of  original  bills  shall  be 
made  by  any  person,  except  an  employee 
of  the  Legislative  Reference  Bureau  en- 
gaged in  preparing  material  for  the 
Legislative  Digest,  while  in  the  hands 
of  the  printer  or  committee. 

The  foregoing  provisions  shall  not  ap- 
ply to  printed  copies  of  bills. 

No  Senate  bill  shall  be  introduced 
after  April  1,  1933,  except  upon  motion 
supported  by  a majority  of  the  Sen- 
ators present. 

AMENDMENTS — SECOND  READING 

49.  Amendments  to  bills  except 
amendments  striking  out  an  emergency 
provision  may  be  offered  at  the  conclu- 
sion of  the  second  reading  and  shall  be 
printed  when  adopted,  and  shall  be  de- 
posited in  the  postoffice  boxes  or  on 
the  desks  of  the  members  one  day  be- 
fore such  amended  bill  shall  be  read 
the  third  time. 
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PRINTING  AND  DISTRIBUTION. 

50.  The  Secretary  of  the  Senate 
shall,  as  soon  as  any  bill  is  printed,  de- 
liver to  the  Senate  messenger  sufficient 
copies  to  furnish  each  Senator,  and  the 
President  of  the  Senate,  with  a copy 
thereof,  and  the  Senate  messenger  shall 
at  once  distribute  said  bills  upon  the 
desks  of  the  Senators,  and  the  President 
of  the  Senate.  The  Secretary  of  the 
Senate  shall  also  furnish  the  chairman 
of  the  committee  to  which  said  bill  is 
referred,  a sufficient  number  of  copies  to 
furnish  each  member  thereof,  two 
copies  of  each  bill. 

PRIORITY  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEE. 

51.  When  motions  are  made  for  ref- 
erence of  the  same  object  to  a select 
committee  and  to  a standing  committee, 
the  question  of  reference  to  a standing 
committee  shall  be  first  put. 

ABSENTEES. 

52.  Upon  the  call  of  the  Senate,  the 
names  of  Senators  shall  be  called  by  the 
Secretary,  and  the  absentees  noted,  after 
which  the  names  of  such  absentees  shall 
again  be  called;  the  doors  shall  then  be 
closed,  and  those  for  whom  no  excuse, 
or  insufficient  excuses,  is  made  may,  by 
the  order  of  those  present,  be  taken  in- 
to custody  as  they  appear,  or  may  be 
sent  for,  and  taken  into  custody  wher- 
ever found  by  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  of 
the  Senate. 


EMERGENCY. 

53.  When  an  emergency  is  expressed 
in  the  preamble  or  body  of  an  Act  as 
a reason  why  such  Act  should  take  ef- 
fect prior  to  the  first  day  of  July  next 
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after  its  passage,  and  when  such  Act 
contains  a clause  or  proviso  fixing  such 
time  prior  to  the  first  day  of  July,  the 
question  shall  be,  “Shall  the  bill  pass?” 
and  if  declared  affirmatively  by  a vote 
of  two-thirds  of  the  Senators  elected  to 
the  Senate,  then  the  bill  shall  be  deemed 
passed,  but,  if,  upon  such  vote,  a ma- 
jority of  less  than  two-thirds  of  all  said 
Senators  vote  affirmatively  on  said 
question,  then  the  vote  on  said  bill  shall 
be  deemed  reconsidered,  and  the  bill 
subject  to  amendment  by  striking  out 
such  part  thereof  as  expresses  an  emer- 
gency and  the  time  of  taking  effect,  and 
then  said  bill  shall  be  under  considera- 
tion, upon  its  third  reading,  with  the 
emergency  clause  and  time  of  taking  ef- 
fect stricken  out. 

ROBERTS’  RULES. 

54.  The  rules  of  parliamentary  prac- 
tice comprised  in  Roberts’  Rules  of 
Order  shall  govern  the  Senate  in  all 
cases  to  which  they  are  applicable,  and 
in  which  they  are  not  inconsistent  with 
the  standing  rules  and  orders  of  the 
Senate. 

PRIORITY  OF  MOTIONS. 

55.  A motion  to  commit,  until  it  is 
decided,  shall  preclude  all  amendments 
and  debate  on  the  main  question;  and  a 
motion  to  postpone  indefinitely  or  to  a 
day  certain,  until  it  is  decided,  shall 
preclude  all  amendments  on  the  main 
question. 

RECONSIDERATION. 

56.  Upon  a motion  to  reconsider  the 
vote  on  the  final  passage  of  any  bill,  a 
majority  of  all  the  Senators  elected  shall 
be  required  to  reconsider  the  same. 
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57.  If  a bill  shall  fail  to  pass  on  ac- 
count of  not  haying  received  the  consti- 
tutional majority  any  Senator  having 
voted  in  the  negative,  shall  have  a right 
to  move  a reconsideration. 

5 8.  No  motion  or  proposition  on  a 
subject  different  from  that  under  con- 
sideration shall  be  admitted  under  color 
of  amendment. 

APPROPRIATIONS  FOR  STATE  OFFICERS. 

59.  Appropriations  for  the  offices  of 
Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor,  Secre- 
tary of  State,  Attorney  General,  Treas- 
urer, Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,  and 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction 
shall  be  made  by  separate  bills  for  each 
office. 

60.  No  rule  of  the  Senate  shall  be 

altered,  suspended  or  rescinded,  without 
the  vote  on  roll  call  of  two-thirds  of  the 
Senators  elected,  but  any  alteration, 
suspension,  or  decision  having  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Committee  on  Rules  may 
be  adopted  on  roll  call  by  a majority  of 
the  Senators  present:  Provided , how- 

ever, that  nothing  in  this  rule  shall  af- 
fect or  supersede  Rule  40  of  these  rules. 

CONFERENCE  REPORTS. 

61.  No  subject  matter  shall  be  in- 
cluded in  any  Conference  Committee  re- 
port on  an  appropriation  bill  unless  such 
subject  matter  directly  relates  to  mat- 
ters of  difference  between  the  Houses 
and  has  been  specifically  referred  to  the 
Conference  Committee.  No  appropria- 
tion bill  shall  be  passed  and  no  report 
of  any  Conference  Committee  on  an 
appropriation  bill  shall  be  considered 
unless  the  bill  or  report  has  been  print- 
ed in  its  final  form  and  placed  on  the 
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desks  of  the  members  at  least  three 
legislative  days  prior  to  the  final  pas- 
sage of  the  bill  or  the  consideration  of 
the  report. 


ENTITLED  TO  FLOOR. 

62.  No  person,  other  than  members 
and  officers  of  the  General  Assembly, 
the  elected  State  officers,  judges  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  the  Secretary  to  the 
Governor  and  former  Presidents  of  the 
Senate,  and  former  members  of  the 
Senate,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  floor 
of  the  Senate  while  in  session.  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  Press  while  the  Senate 
is  in  session  shall  have  access  to  the 
galleries  and  places  allotted  to  them  by 
the  President  of  the  Senate;  and 

Further , That  at  9:45  o'clock  a.  m. 
on  legislative  days  the  Sergeant-at- 
Arms  shall  clear  the  floor  of  the  Senate 
of  all  persons  not  entitled  as  set  forth 
above  to  the  privileges  of  the  floor; 
and 

Further,  That  the  President’s  gallery 
shall  be  reserved  for  the  family  and 
guests  of  the  Senators  and  admission  to 
this  gallery  shall  be  by  card  of  the 
Senate,  signed  by  the  President  of  the 
Senate. 

DAILY  ORDER. 

63.  The  daily  order  of  business  shall 
be  as  follows: 

1.  The  reading  of  the  Journal. 

2.  Reading  bills  of  the  Senate  the 
first  time. 

3.  Presentation  of  Petitions. 

4.  Reports  from  Standing  Commit- 
tees. 

5.  Reports  from  Select  Committees. 

6.  Presentation  of  Resolutions. 

7.  Introduction  of  Bills. 
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After  the  daily  order  of  business  shall 
-have  passed,  the  following  general  order 
of  business  shall  be  observed: 

1.  Messages  from  the  House  of 
Representatives. 

2.  Reading  bills  of  the  Senate  the 
second  time. 

3.  Reading  bills  of  the  Senate  the 
third  time. 

4.  Reading  bills  from  the  House  of 
Representatives  the  third  time. 

5.  Reading  bills  from  the  House  of 
Representatives  the  second  time. 

6.  Reading  bills  from  the  House  of 
Representatives  the  first  time. 

7.  Consideration  of  resolutions. 

The  items  of  unfinished  business  in 

which  the  Senate  was  engaged  at  the 
last  preceding  adjournment  shall  have 
the  preference  in  the  general  order  of 
business. 

The  Senate  may  at  any  time  on  mo- 
tion supported  by  a majority  of  the 
Senators  present  proceed  out  of  order  to 
any  order  of  business  or  return  to  an 
order  already  passed.  When  the  Senate 
shall  have  reached  any  particular  or- 
der of  business  any  item  thereunder 
may  be  taken  up  for  consideration  out 
of  its  regular  order  upon  motion  sup- 
ported by  a majority  vote  of  the  Sen- 
ators present. 

The  Executive  Committee  may  report 
a special  order  for  the  day,  which  spe- 
cial order  shall  take  the  place  of  the 
regular  order,  but  the  special  order  so 
reported  may  be  suspended,  amended  or 
modified  on  roll  call  by  a majority  of 
the  Senators  present. 
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RECORDING  MEMBERS. 

64.  On  each  Tuesday  and  Wednes- 
day that  the  Senate  is  in  session  im- 
mediately after  the  presiding  officer 
calls  the  Senate  to  order  and  before 
the  reading  of  the  Journal,  the  Secre- 
tary shall  call  the  roll  and  record  the 
members  present. 

PREVIOUS  QUESTION. 

65.  The  previous  question  shall  be 

stated  in  this  form:  “Shall  the  main 

question  be  now  put?”  and,  until  it  is 
decided,  shall  preclude  all  amendments 
or  debate.  When  it  is  decided  that  the 
main  question  shall  not  be  put  the  main 
question  shall  be  considered  as  still  re- 
maining under  debate. 

66.  The  effect  of  the  main  question 
being  ordered  shall  be  to  put  an  end  to 
a direct  vote;  first,  upon  all  amend- 
ments reported  or  pending,  in  the  in- 
verse order  in  which  they  are  offered. 
After  the  motion  for  the  previous  ques- 
tion has  prevailed,  it  shall  not  be  in 
order  to  move  for  a call  of  the  Senate, 
unless  it  shall  appear  by  the  yeas  and 
nays  as  taken  on  the  main  question  that 
no  quorum  is  present  or  to  move  to 
adjourn,  prior  to  a decision  on  the  main 
question. 

EXECUTIVE  COMMUNICATIONS  AND 
NOMINATIONS. 

67.  Messages  from  the  Governor  and 
communications  from  State  officers  may 
be  received  at  any  time,  except  when 
the  President  is  putting  a question  or 
the  yeas  and  nays  are  being  called,  and 
upon  motion,  may  be  considered  at  any 
time,  except  that  messages  from  the 
Governor  making  nominations  of  offi- 
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cers  shall  lie  over  one  day.  The  consid- 
eration of  executive  business  shall  take 
place  with  closed  doors,  unless  other- 
wise ordered  by  a majority  of  Senators 
present. 

6 8.  Every  nomination  shall  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Executive  Committee.  On 
considering  nominations,  the  President 
shall  put  the  following  question:  “Does 
the  Senate  advise  and  consent  to  the 
nomination  just  made?”  While  any 
nomination  remains  with  the  Senate  it 
shall  be  in  order  to  reconsider  any  vote 
taken  thereon. 

6 9.  All  Senate  members  of  confer- 
ence and  select  committees  and  of  com- 
missions, Senate  and  Joint,  shall  be  se- 
lected by  the  Senate  as  follows:  “The 
same  shall  be  selected  by  the  Executive 
Committee  and  named  by  the  President 
of  the  Senate,  ‘except  that  in  case  of 
emergency  when  the  Senate  is  in  recess 
special  temporary  committees  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  President  of  the  Sen- 
ate,’ ” who  shall  be  ex-officio  a member 
of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  the  ac- 
tion of  said  committee  shall  stand  as 
the  action  of  the  Senate  unless  such  ac- 
tion shall  be  amended  or  modified  on 
roll  call  by  a majority  of  the  Senators 
present. 

HOURS  OF  MEETING. 

70.  Uness  otherwise  ordered,  the 
regular  hours  of  meeting  of  the  Senate 
shall  be  10:00  o’clock  a.  m.  daily  (Sun- 
day excepted). 

71.  All  assistant  secretaries  and 
other  employees  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Senate’s  office  shall  report  to  him  and 
be  under  his  supervision  and  control. 

The  Enrolling,  Transcribing  and  Typ- 
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ing  Clerk  and  his  assistants  shall  be  un- 
der the  control  and  supervision  of  the 
chairman  of  the  Enrolling,  Transcribing 
and  Typing  of  Bills. 

ALL  OTHER  EMPLOYEES. 

All  other  officers  and  employees  of 
the  Senate  shall  report  daily  to  the  Ser- 
geant-at-Arms,  who  shall  report  to  the 
President  of  the  Senate  any  and  all  of 
said  employees  who  fail  properly  and 
regularly  to  perform  their  duty.  The 
President  of  the  Senate  shall  report  such 
names  to  the  Senate  and  they  shall  be 
stricken  from  the  pay  roll,  unless  the 
Senate  shall  otherwise  order.

JOINT  RULES  OF  THE  HOUSE 
AND  SENATE. 

1.  When  a message  shall  be  sent  from 
the  Senate  to  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives, it  shall  be  announced  at  the  door 
of  the  House  by  the  Doorkeeper,  and 
shall  be  respectfully  communicated  to  the 
Chair  by  the  person  by  whom  it  may  be 
sent. 

2.  The  same  ceremony  shall  be  ob- 
served when  messages  shall  be  sent  from 
the  House  of  Representatives  to  the 
Senate. 

Messages  shall  be  sent  by  such  per- 
sons as  a sense  of  propriety  in  each 
House  may  determine  to  be  proper. 

4.  In  every  case  of  disagreement  be- 
tween the  two  Houses,  if  either  House 
request  a conference,  and  appoint  a com- 
mittee for  that  purpose,  the  other  House 
shall  appoint  a committee  to  confer  there- 
with upon  the  subject  of  their  disagree- 
ment. But  no  subject  matter  shall  be  in- 
cluded in  any  conference  committee  re- 
port on  an  appropriation  bill  unless  such 
subject  matter  directly  relates  to  matters 
of  difference  between  the  Houses  and  has 
been  specifically  referred  to  the  Confer- 
ence Committee.  Said  committee  shall 
meet  at  a convenient  time  to  be  agreed 
upon  by  their  chairman,  and,  having  con- 
ferred freely,  each  shall  report  to  its  re- 
spective House  the  result  of  their  con- 
ference. In  case  of  an  agreement  the  re- 
port shall  be  first  made,  with  the  papers 
referred  accompanying  it,  to  the  disagree- 
ing House,  and  there  acted  upon.  And 
no  appropriation  bill  shall  be  passed  and 
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no  report  of  any  Conference  Committee 
on  an  appropriation  bill  shall  be  consid- 
ered unless  the  bill  or  report  has  been 
printed  in  its  final  form  and  placed  on 
the  desks  of  the  members  at  least  three 
legislative  days  prior  to  the  final  passage 
of  the  bill  or  the  consideration  of  the  re- 
port. And  such  action  shall  be  imme- 
diately reported  by  the  Clerk  to  the  Other 
House,  the  papers  referred  accompany- 
ing the  message.  In  case  of  disagree- 
ment, the  papers  shall  remain  with  the 
House  which  referred  them.  The  agree- 
ing report  of  a conference  committee 
shall  be  made,  read  and  signed  in  dupli- 
cate by  all  members  of  the  committee, 
or  by  a majority  of  those  of  each  House, 
one  of  the  duplicates  being  retained  by 
the  committee  of  each  House.  Should 
either  House  disagree  to  the  report  of 
the  committee,  such  House  shall  appoint 
a second  committee  and  request  a second 
conference,  which  shall  be  acceded  to  by 
the  other  House  before  adhering.  The 
motion  for  a committee  of  conference,  and 
the  report  of  such  committee,  shall  be 
in  order  at  any  time.  When  both  Houses 
shall  have  adhered  to  their  disagreement, 
a bill  or  resolution  is  lost. 

5.  While  bills  are  on  their  passage  be- 
tween the  two  Houses  they  shall  be  ac- 
companied by  a message  signed  by  the 
Secretary  or  Clerk  (as  the  case  may  be) 
respectively. 

6.  After  a bill  has  passed  both  Houses, 
it  shall  be  transcribed  and  typed  before 
it  is  presented  to  the  Governor. 

7.  When  bills  are  transcribed  and 
typed,  they  shall  be  examined  by  a joint 
committee,  which  shall  consist  of  five 
members,  two  from  the  Senate  and  three 
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from  the  House,  to  be  appointed  by  the 
President  of  the  Senate  and  the  Speaker 
of  the  House  respectively.  The  clerk  of 
the  Committee  on  Enrolling,  Transcribing 
and  Typing  of  Bills  of  the  respective 
Houses  shall  act  as  clerk  of  the  commit- 
tee whenever  their  services  are  required. 
Said  committee  shall  carefully  compare 
the  transcribed  and  typed  bills  with  the 
engrossed  bills,  so  passed  by  both  Houses, 
correct  any  errors  which  may  be  discov- 
ered in  the  enrolled  bills,  and  make  their 
report  forthwith  to  their  respective 
Houses;  the  Secretary  or  Clerk  having 
previously  certified  on  the  margin  of  the 
roll  in  which  House  it  originated. 

8.  After  examination  and  report,  each 
bill  shall  be  signed  in  the  respective 
Houses,  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  and  by  the  President  of 
the  Senate. 

9.  After  a bill  shall  have  been  signed 
by  the  President  of  the  Senate  and  Speak- 
er of  the  House  of  Representatives,  it 
shall  be  presented  by  said  Joint  Commit- 
tee to  the  Governor  for  his  approval.  The 
said  committee  shall  report  the  day  of 
presentation  to  the  Governor  to  each 
House,  which  time  shall  be  carefully  en- 
tered on  the  Journals  of  each  House. 

10.  All  Resolutions  and  memorials 
which  are  to  be  presented  to  the  Gov- 
ernor shall  be  previously  enrolled,  ex- 
amined, signed  and  presented  to  the  Joint 
Committee,  reported,  and  entry  made 
thereof,  as  provided  in  case  of  bills. 

11.  When  a bill  or  resolution  which 
shall  have  passed  one  House  is  rejected 
in  the  other,  information  thereof  shall 
be  given  to  the  House  in  which  the  same 
shall  have  passed. 
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12.  When  the  consideration  of  any 
bill,  memorial,  or  resolution,  which  has 
originated  in  one  House  shall  be  post- 
poned in  the  other  to  a day  so  distant 
that  it  shall  not  be  taken  up  again  by  the 
present  session,  the  House  in  which  such 
bill,  memorial  or  resolution  shall  have 
originated  shall  be  forthwith  informed  of 
such  postponement. 

13.  When  a bill,  memorial  or  resolu- 
tion which  has  passed  one  House  is  re- 
jected in  the  other,  it  shall  not  again  be 
introduced  during  the  same  session,  ex- 
cept in  the  House  so  rejecting,  and  after 
three  days'  notice  and  leave  of  that 
House. 

14.  Each  House  shall  transmit  to  the 
other  all  papers  on  which  any  bill  or 
resolution  shall  be  founded. 

15.  While  the  two  Houses  are  acting 
together  upon  elections,  or  on  any  other 
matter,  the  Speaker  shall  preside,  and  all 
questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by 
him,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  both  Houses, 
as  though  but  one  body  was  in  session. 
A call  of  members  of  either  House  may 
be  had  in  joint  meeting  by  order  of  the 
House  in  which  the  call  is  desired,  and 
to  constitute  a quorum  of  the  joint  as- 
sembly, a majority  of  all  the  members 
elected  to  both  Houses  shall  be  present 
and  voting. 

16.  Motions  to  postpone  or  adjourn 
shall  be  decided  by  a joint  vote  of  both 
Houses,  and  yeas  and  nays  upon  such 
motions,  if  required,  shall  be  entered  up- 
on the  Journals  of  both  Houses. 

17.  Upon  questions  arising  requiring 
the  separate  decision  of  either  House,  the 
Senate  shall  withdraw  until  the  decision 
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is  made:  Provided , that  questions  upon 
motions  for  a call  of  either  House  shall 
not  come  within  the  provisions  of  this 
rule. 

18.  Each  House  shall  have  the  liberty 
of  ordering  the  printing  of  bills,  mes- 
sages and  reports  without  the  consent  of 
the  other. 

19.  Whenever  any  message,  bill,  re- 
port or  document  shall  be  ordered  to  be 
printed  by  the  Senate  or  House,  for  the 
use  of  both  Houses,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate  or  Clerk 
of  the  House  (as  the  case  may  be)  im- 
mediately to  report  the  fact  of  the  pas- 
sage of  such  order  to  the  other  branch 
of  the  General  Assembly,  together  with 
the  number  so  ordered  to  be  printed  in 
case  the  same  shall  exceed  300. 

20.  The  Clerk  of  the  House  shall  at 
the  time  of  delivery,  receive  a receipt 
from  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate  for  all 
messages  transmitted  from  the  House  to 
the  Senate  and  the  Secretary  of  the 
Senate  shall,  at  the  time  of  delivery,  re- 
ceive a receipt  from  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  for  all  messages  transmitted  from 
the  Senate  to  the  House.

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HOUSE  RULES. 

FIFTY-EIGHTH  GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY. 

MEMBERS. 

1.  No  member  shall  absent  himself 
from  the  sessions  of  the  House  unless 
he  have  leave  or  be  sick,  or  his  absence 
be  unavoidable.  A majority  of  the  House 
shall  constitute  a quorum,  but  a smaller 
number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day, 
or  for  less  time  than  one  day. 

2.  No  member  shall  name  another 
member  present  in  debate. 

3.  No  smoking  shall  be  allowed  in  the 
hall,  lobbies  or  galleries  of  the  House. 

4.  No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  use 
the  Representative  hall  for  the  purpose 
of  a public  lecture. 

5.  No  person,  other  than  members  and 
officers  of  the  General  Assembly,  the  elect- 
ed State  Officers,  the  Secretary  to  the 
Governor  and  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme 
Court  and  former  Speakers  of  the  House 
shall  be  entitled  to  remain  on  the  floor 
of  the  House  while  it  is  in  session.  Rep- 
resentatives of  the  Press  while  the  House 
is  in  session  shall  have  access  to  the  gal- 
leries and  places  allotted  to  them  by  the 
Speaker. 

THE  SPEAKER. 

6.  The  Speaker  shall  take  the  chair 
every  day  at  precisely  the  hour  to  which 
the  House  shall  have  adjourned  on  the 
preceding  day;  shall  immediately  call  the 
members  to  order,  and,  on  the  appearance 
of  a quorum  shall  cause  the  Journal  of 
the  preceding  day  to  be  read. 
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7.  He  shall  preserve  decorum  and 
order  and  for  that  purpose  the  officers 
and  employees  of  the  House  shall  be 
under  his  direction;  may  speak  to  points 
of  order  in  preference  to  other  members, 
rising  from  his  seat  for  that  purpose  and 
shall  decide  all  questions  of  order,  subject 
to  an  appeal  to  the  House  by  any  two 
members,  on  which  appeal  no  member 
shall  speak  more  than  once,  unless  by 
leave  of  the  House. 

8.  He  shall  rise  to  put  a question,  but 
may  state  it  sitting. 

S.  The  Speaker  shall  examine  and  cor- 
rect the  Journal  before  it  is  read;  and  the 
same  shall  be  printed  and  upon  the  desks 
of  the  members  before  the  same  can  be 
approved;  he  shall  have  general  direction 
of  the  hall;  he  shall  have  the  right  to 
name  any  member  to  perform  the  duties 
of  the  chair,  but  such  substitution  shall 
not  extend  beyond  five  days  after  adjourn- 
ment. 

10.  All  Acts,  addresses  and  joint  reso- 
lutions shall  be  signed  by  the  Speaker; 
and  all  writs,  warrants  and  subpoenas 
issued  by  order  of  the  House  shall  be 
under  his  hand  and  seal,  and  attested  by 
the  Clerk. 

11.  In  case  of  any  disturbance  or  dis- 
orderly conduct  on  the  floor  of  the  House, 
in  the  lobby  or  galleries,  by  the  specta- 
tors, the  Speaker  or  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  of  the  Whole  House,  shall  have 
power  to  order  the  floor  of  the  House, 
the  lobby  or  galleries  to  be  cleared  of 
spectators,  and  for  that  purpose  the  offi- 
cers and  employees  of  the  House  shall  be 
under  the  orders  and  direction  of  the 
Speaker  or  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
of  the  Whole  House,  as  the  case  may  be. 
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ORDER  OF  BUSINESS. 

12.  The  following  shall  be  the  daily 
order  of  business  in  the  House: 

1.  Reading  of  the  Journal. 

2.  Petitions. 

3.  Reports  from  standing  committees. 

4.  Reports  from  select  committees. 

5.  Messages  on  the  Speaker’s  table. 

6.  Consideration  of  measures  in  Com- 

mittee of  the  Whole  House. 

7.  Introduction  of  bills. 

8.  House  bills  on  first  reading. 

9.  House  bills  on  second  reading. 

10.  House  bills  on  third  reading. 

11.  Senate  bills  on  third  reading. 

12.  Senate  bills  on  second  reading. 

13.  Senate  bills  on  first  reading. 

14.  Senate  messages  other  than  bills. 

15.  Resolutions. 

However,  on  each  Tuesday  and  Wednes- 
day that  the  House  is  in  session  imme- 
diately after  the  Speaker  calls  the  House 
to  order  and  after  the  reading  of  the 
Journal,  the  Clerk  shall  call  the  roll  and 
record  the  members  present. 

The  Clerk,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Speaker,  shall  publish  a daily  calendar, 
and  cause  it  to  be  placed  on  the  desks 
of  the  members  before  the  convening  of 
the  House,  showing  all  special  orders  of 
the  day  and  all  bills  before  the  House  in 
their  proper  order  of  reading. 

Bills  shall  appear  upon  the  calendar  in 
the  order  in  which  they  are  reported, 
unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  House 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to 
cause  the  calendar  to  be  so  printed. 

The  above  order  of  business  may  be 
changed  at  any  time  upon  the  motion  of 
any  member,  supported  by  four  additional 
members  arising  in  their  seats  and  joining 
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in  the  said  motion,  by  an  affirmative  vote 
of  seventy-seven  members.  Any  bill  or 
resolution  may  be  considered  out  of  its 
order  under  any  order  of  business  by  a 
like  motion,  supported  as  aforesaid  and 
the  affirmative  vote  of  seventy-seven  mem- 
bers: Provided , however , that  upon  com- 
pletion of  the  business  under  the  order 
of  business  or  under  the  item  to  which 
the  change  has  been  made,  the  House 
shall  return  to  the  regular  order  of  busi- 
ness. 

Upon  motion  supported  as  above  and 
upon  an  affirmative  vote  of  seventy-seven 
members,  the  House  may  likewise  revert 
to  any  order  of  business  already  passed 
or  to  any  item  under  any  order  of  busi- 
ness already  passed. 

The  Rules  Committee  may  report  a spe- 
cial order  for  the  day,  which  special  order 
shall  take  the  place  of  the  regular  order 
and  shall  be  shown  on  the  daily  calendar, 
but  the  special  order  so  reported  may  be 
suspended,  amended  or  modified  on  roll 
call  by  an  affirmative  vote  of  seventy- 
seven  members. 

In  case  any  bill  or  resolution  has  been 
referred  to  a committee  other  than  the 
Appropriation  Committee  and  remain  in 
committee  undisposed  of,  it  shall  be  in 
order  after  reports  of  standing  commit- 
tees, for  any  member,  on  any  Tuesday, 
Wednesday  or  Thursday  in  which  the 
House  is  in  session,  to  move  that  the 
committee  be  discharged  from  consider- 
ation of  such  bill  and  that  the  bill  be 
placed  on  the  House  calendar  and  such 
motion  shall  prevail  if  supported  by  a 
vote  of  seventy-seven  members:  Provided, 
the  member  making  such  motion  shall, 
before  the  adjournment  of  the  morning 
session  of  the  preceding  legislative  day. 
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have  filed  the  same  with  the  Clerk.  The 
Clerk  shall  read  such  motion  before  the 
adjournment  of  said  session. 

13.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Speaker  unless  otherwise  especial- 
ly directed  by  the  House.  The  Speaker 
shall  be  ex-officio  member  of  each  com- 
mittee. 

COMMITTEES. 

14.  The  following  standing  committees 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker  with  v 
leave  to  report  by  bill  or  otherwise  and 
to  them  respectively  shall  be  referred 
all  bills  or  resolutions  pertaining  to  the 
subjects  indicated  by  the  names  of  said 
respective  committees,  to-wit: 

Agriculture,  consisting  of  41  members. 

Appropriations,  consisting  of  62  mem- 
bers. 

Banks,  Banking  and  Building  and  Loan 
Associations,  consisting  of  45  members. 

Charities  and  Corrections,  consisting  of 
20  members.

Conservation,  Fish  and  Game,  consist- 
ing of  33  members. 

Contingent  Expenses,  consisting  of  7 
members. 

Education,  consisting  of  36  members. 

Efficiency  and  Economy,  consisting  of 
28  members. 

Elections,  consisting  of  30  members. 

Enrolling,  Transcribing  and  Typing  of 
Bills,  consisting  of  7 members. 

Farm  Drainage,  consisting  of  25  mem- 
bers. 

Industrial  Affairs,  consisting  of  39  mem- 
bers. 

Insurance,  consisting  of  39  members. 
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Judicial  Apportionment,  consisting  of 
21  members. 

Judicial  Department  and  Practice,  con- 
sisting of  24  members. 

Judiciary,  consisting  of  47  members. 

License  and  Regulation,  consisting  of 
26  members. 

Military  Affairs,  consisting  of  35  mem- 
bers. 

Motor  Vehicles  and  Traffic  Regulation, 
consisting  of  42  members.

Uniform  Laws,  consisting  of  22  mem- 
bers. 

Waterways,  consisting  of  44  members. 

A majority  of  any  committee  shall  con- 
stitute a quorum,  but  the  question  of  the 
presence  of  a quorum  of  committee  shall 
not  be  raised  on  the  consideration  of  a 
bill  or  resolution  in  the  House,  unless  the 
same  question  has  been  raised  before  the 
committee. 

In  case  of  failure  of  the  chairman  of 
any  committee  to  call  a meeting  of  such 
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committee  upon  the  request  of  a member, 
then  50  per  cent  or  more  of  the  members 
of  such  committee  shall  have  the  right 
to  call  a meeting  of  such  committee. 

The  chairman  or  acting  chairman  of 
each  committee  of  the  House  shall  keep, 
or  cause  to  be  kept,  a record  in  which 
there  shall  be  entered: 

(a)  The  time  and  place  of  each  hear- 
ing, and  of  each  meeting  of  such  com- 
mittee. 

(b)  The  attendance  of  committee 
members  at  each  meeting. 

(c)  The  name  of  each  person,  and  ad- 
dress appearing  before  the  committee 
with  the  name  of  person,  persons,  firm 
or  corporation  and  addresses,  in  whose 
behalf  such  appearance  is  made. 

(d)  The  vote  of  each  member  on  all 
motions,  bills,  resolutions  and  amend- 
ments acted  upon. 

Such  a record  shall  be  ready  and  ap- 
proved before  the  expiration  of  ten  days 
after  each  committee  meeting  or  at  the 
next  regular  meeting  of  the  committee. 

Every  committee  hearing  shall  be  open 
to  the  public. 

There  shall  be  filed,  in  the  proper  en- 
velope, with  every  bill  or  resolution  re- 
ported upon,  a sheet  containing  the  fore- 
going information  as  to  such  bill  or  reso- 
lution, to  be  filed  by  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  numerically  by  the  number  of  the 
bill  in  such  form  as  to  be  most  accessible 
for  the  use  of  the  members  and  the  public, 
during  the  session,  and  at  the  end  thereof 
in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State. 

15.  When  a resolution  shall  be  offered, 
or  a motion  made  to  refer  any  subject 
other  than  bills,  and  different  committees 
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shall  be  proposed,  the  question  shall  be 
taken  in  the  following  order:  The  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole  House,  a Standing 
Committee  or  a Select  Committee. 

16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Enrolling,  Transcribing  and 
Typing  of  Bills  to  examine  all  bills,  cor- 
rect any  mistakes  therein  and  report  the 
bills  to  the  House  forthwith;  and  it  shall 
be  in  order  for  it  to  report  at  any  time. 

17.  When  any  bill  is  about  to  be  con- 
sidered by  a committee  the  introducer  of 
the  bill  shall  be  notified  of  the  time  and 
place  where  such  bills  shall  be  considered 
by  such  committee. 

1 7V2.  No  committee  shall  sit  during 
sessions  of  the  House,  without  consent 
of  the  House. 


BILLS. 

18.  When  the  roll  shall  be  called  for 
the  first  introduction  of  bills,  each  mem- 
ber may  introduce  three  bills.  And  should 
the  call  be  suspended  by  adjournment  or 
otherwise,  the  calling  of  the  roll  shall  be 
taken  up  when  that  order  of  business  is 
reached,  at  the  point  at  which  it  was  dis- 
continued, and  this  order  shall  be  ob- 
served until  the  roll  call  shall  be  alpha- 
betically completed.  No  bill  shall  be  in- 
troduced after  April  14th,  except  upon 
each  Tuesday  and  except  by  Standing 
Committees  of  the  House. 

19.  The  Clerk  shall  indorse  on  every 
bill  the  number  thereof,  the  name  of  the 
member  introducing  it,  the  date  of  the 
introduction,  and  the  several  orders  taken 
thereon;  and  when  printed,  said  several 
indorsements  shall  be  printed  at  the  head 
of  the  bill. 

20.  When  a bill  is  introduced  it  shall 
be  read  by  its  title,  ordered  printed  and 
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referred  to  the  proper  committee  for  con- 
sideration. In  the  case  of  a bill  which 
amends  a prior  statute,  the  author  of  the 
bill  shall  indicate  the  particular  changes 
in  the  following  manner: 

(1)  New  words  and  figures  in  the  sec- 
tion amended  to  be  underscored. 

(2)  Words  and  figures  in  the  section 
amended  which  are  to  be  omitted  or  su- 
perseded by  new  words  and  figures  to  be 
shown  crossed  with  a line. 

No  bill  shall  be  printed  unless  the  pro- 
visions of  this  rule  have  been  complied 
with.  Both  House  bills  and  Senate  bills 
in  the  House  shall  be  printed  with  the 
new  words  and  figures  in  italics  and 
omitted  or  superseded  words  and  figures 
enclosed  in  brackets. 

Omitted  and  superseded  words  and  fig- 
ures crossed  with  a line  as  provided  in 
clause  2 of  this  rule,  not  being  a part  of 
the  bill  to  be  enacted  shall  not  be  in- 
cluded in  the  engrossed  copy  of  the  bill 
but  shall  be  omitted  entirely. 

21.  The  Clerk  shall,  as  soon  as  any 
bill  is  printed,  place  the  same  in  the 
postoffice  boxes  of  the  members;  and 
printed  bills  shall  be  furnished  to  others 
than  public  officers  and  members  of  the 
General  Assembly  and  the  Press  only  on 
the  written  order  of  the  Speaker,"  the 
President  and  the  President  pro  tem.  of 
the  Senate,  and  members  of  the  General 
Assembly. 

22.  Amendments  to  bills  except  amend- 
ments striking  out  an  emergency  provi- 
sion may  be  offered  at  the  conclusion  of 
the  second  reading  and  shall  be  printed 
when  adopted,  and  shall  be  deposited  in 
the  postoffice  boxes  of  the  members  one 
day  before  such  amended  bill  shall  be 
read  the  third  time. 
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23.  After  the  second  reading  of  the 
bill,  and  amendments,  if  any,  the  Speaker 
shall  state  the  bill  is  ready  to  be  ordered 
transcribed  and  typed  for  a third  reading. 

24.  No  subject  matter  shall  be  included 
in  any  Conference  Committee  report  on 
an  appropriation  bill  unless  such  subject 
matter  directly  relates  to  matters  of  dif- 
ference between  the  House  and  has  been 
specifically  referred  to  the  Conference 
Committee.  No  appropriation  bill  shall  be 
passed  and  no  report  of  any  Conference 
Committee  on  an  appropriation  bill  shall 
be  considered  unless  the  bill  or  report 
has  been  printed  in  its  final  form  and 
placed  on  the  desks  of  the  members  at 
least  three  legislative  days  prior  to  the 
final  passage  of  the  bill  or  the  consider- 
ation of  the  report. 

25.  The  vote  on  the  full  passage  of 
all  bills  shall  be  by  yeas  and  nays,  upon 
each  bill  separately,  and  shall  be  entered 
upon  the  Journal,  and  when  a bill  shall 
fail  to  receive  a constitutional  majority 
upon  its  passage,  the  Speaker  shall  de- 
clare that  the  bill  has  failed  to  pass. 

26.  When  an  emergency  is  expressed 
in  the  preamble  or  body  of  an  Act,  as  a 
reason  why  such  Act  should  take  effect 
prior  to  the  first  day  of  July  next  after 
its  passage,  and  when  such  an  Act  con- 
tains a clause  or  proviso  fixing  such  time 
prior  to  the  first  day  of  July,  the  ques- 
tion shall  be,  “Shall  the  bill  pass?”  and 
if  decided  affirmatively  by  a vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  elected  to  the 
House,  then  the  bills  shall  be  deemed 
passed;  and,  if,  upon  such  vote  a major- 
ity of  said  members  elected,  but  less  than 
two-thirds  thereof,  vote  affirmatively  on 
said  question,  then  the  vote  on  said  bill 
shall  be  deemed  reconsidered,  and  the  bill 
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subject  to  amendment  by  striking  out 
such  part  thereof  as  expresses  an  emer- 
gency and  the  time  of  taking  effect,  and 
then  said  bill,  shall  be  under  considera- 
tion upon  its  third  reading,  with  the 
emergency  clause  and  time  of  taking  ef- 
fect stricken  out:  Provided,  hoivever, 

that  such  amendment,  striking  out  the 
emergency  clause  shall  be  printed  before 
said  bill  is  considered  upon  third  read- 
ing. 

27.  Every  bill  shall  be  read  at  large 
on  three  different  days. 

28.  When  a bill  passes  it  shall  be  cer- 
tified by  the  Clerk,  who,  at  the  foot  there- 
of, shall  note  the  day  it  passes. 

29.  Appropriations  for  the  offices  of 
Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor,  Secretary 
of  State,  Attorney  General,  Treasurer, 
Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  and  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Instruction  shall  be 
made  by  separate  bills  for  each  office. 

REFERENCES. 

30.  Appropriation  bills  which  contain 
provisions  relating  to  nothing  else  than 
the  appropriation,  and  apportionment 
bills,  which  contain  provisions  relating 
to  nothing  else  than  the  apportionment, 
shall  be  in  order  in  preference  to  any 
other  bills  unless  otherwise  ordered.  All 
bills  for  appropriations  of  money  from  the 
State  treasury,  or  providing  for  the  ex- 
penditure of  money  when  referred  to 
other  committees  and  by  them  reported 
back  to  the  House  with  favorable  recom- 
mendations, shall  be  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Appropriations  for  its  consid- 
eration before  being  finally  acted  upon  by 
the  House. 

The  Speaker  may  reserve  any  bill  or 
resolution  introduced  of  general  State  im- 
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portance,  or  in  case  of  emergency,  on  the 
Speaker's  table  and  lay  the  same  before 
the  House;  after  the  same  has  been  print- 
ed, and  with  the  consent  of  the  House  the 
same  may  be  considered  as  in  Committee 
of  the  Whole  House,  in  the  order  in  which 
such  measures  may  be  entered;  otherwise, 
or  upon  the  failure  of  the  House  to  con- 
sent to  such  reference,  the  bill  or  resolu- 
tion shall  be  referred  to  its  appropriate 
committee;  provided , however , that  no 
bill  or  resolution  may  be  considered  in 
the  Committee  of  the  Whole  House,  until 
two  days  after  the  same  shall  have  been 
printed  and  placed  in  the  postoffice  boxes 
of  the  members. 

31.  All  questions  relating  to  the  prior- 
ity of  business  to  be  acted  upon,  not  oth- 
erwise provided  for  in  these  rules,  shall 
be  decided  by  the  Speaker  without  debate. 

32.  When  a question  has  been  once 

made  and  carried  in  the  affirmative  or 
negative,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  a mem- 
ber voting  on  the  prevailing  side  to  move 
for  a reconsideration  thereof,  or  give  no- 
tice that  he  will  make  such  a motion 
within  the  time  prescribed  by  these  rules, 
for  which  time  he  shall  control  the  mo- 
tion. But  no  motion  for  the  reconsider- 
ation of  any  vote  shall  be  in  order  after 
a bill,  resolution,  message,  report,  amend- 
ment or  motion,  upon  which  the  vote  was 
taken,  shall  have  gone  out  of  the  posses- 
sion of  the  House,  nor  shall  any  motion 
for  reconsideration  be  in  order  unless 
within  the  next  day  of  actual  session  of 
the  House:  Provided,  that  should  the 

member  giving  notice  of  a motion  to  re- 
consider, not  make  such  motion  within 
the  time  prescribed  by  the  rule,  any  other 
member  voting  with  the  majority,  may 
make  such  motion,  within  the  next  sue-

ceeding  legislative  day.  Such  motion  shall 
take  precedence  to  all  other  questions, 
except  a motion  to  adjourn.  And , pro- 
vided, further,  that  when  a bill  has  passed 
the  House  it  shall  require  a constitutional 
majority  to  reconsider  the  vote  by  which 
the  same  was  passed:  And,  provided, 

also,  when  a motion  to  reconsider  the 
vote  by  which  a bill  is  passed  is  made, 
or  a notice  is  given  that  such  motion  will 
be  made  within  three  days  of  the  last 
legislative  day  of  the  session,  it  will  then 
be  in  order  for  any  member  to  move  that 
such  motion  or  notice  of  motion  may  be 
taken  up  and  disposed  of. 

PRACTICE. 

33.  Upon  the  demand  of  five  members 
which  may  be  oral  or  in  writing  and  made 
before  or  after  a viva  voce  vote,  or  before 
or  after  a division,  the  yeas  and  nays 
shall  be  taken  on  any  question,  and  en- 
tered upon  the  Journal.  Such  demand 
shall  be  made  before  proceeding  to  other 
business. 

34.  Upon  a call  of  the  House  for  the 
yeas  and  nays  on  any  question  the  names 
of  the  members  shall  be  called  in  alpha- 
betical order. 

35.  A motion  to  strike  out  the  enacting 
words  of  a bill  shall  have  the  precedence 
of  a motion  to  amend,  and,  if  carried, 
shall  be  considered  equivalent  to  its  rejec- 
tion. 

36.  No  person  shall  visit  or  remain  at 
the  Clerk's  desk,  while  the  yeas  and  nays 
are  being  called,  and  in  the  performance 
of  their  duties  all  clerks  of  the  House 
shall  be  under  the  supervision  and  con- 
trol of  the  Speaker. 
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37.  A motion  for  commitment,  until  it 
shall  be  decided,  shall  preclude  all  amend- 
ments to  the  main  question. 

38.  A motion  to  lay  any  particular 
proposition  on  the  table  shall  apply  to 
that  particular  proposition  only. 

39.  No  motion  or  proposition  on  a sub- 
ject different  from  that  under  considera- 
tion shall  be  admitted  under  color  of  an 
amendment. 

40.  Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to 
writing,  if  the  Speaker  or  any  member 
desires  it. 

41.  When  a motion  is  made,  it  shall 
be  stated  by  the  Speaker,  or  if  it  be  in 
writing,  it  shall  be  read  aloud  by  the 
Clerk  before  debate  thereon. 

42.  After  a motion  is  stated  by  the 
Speaker,  or  read  by  the  Clerk  it  shall 
be  considered  in  possession  of  the  House, 
but  may  be  withdrawn  at  any  time  before 
decision  or  amendment,  by  leave  of  the 
House. 

43.  Any  member  may  call  for  a divi- 
sion of  the  question,  when  divisible,  but 
a motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  shall  be 
indivisible. 

44.  Whenever  any  member  is  about  to 
speak  in  debate,  or  deliver  any  matter  to 
the  House,  he  shall  rise  and  respectfully 
address  himself  to  “Mr.  Speaker,”  and 
confine  himself  to  the  question  under  de- 
bate, and  avoid  personality,  and  no  mo- 
tion shall  be  considered  in  order  unless 
made  from  the  seat  occupied  by  the  mem- 
ber. 

45.  When  two  or  more  members  arise 
at  once  the  Speaker  shall  name  the  mem- 
ber who  is  to  speak  first. 

46.  All  questions,  except  as  provided 
in  rules  47  and  53,  whether  in  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole  or  in  the  House,  shall 
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be  disposed  of  in  the  order  in  which  they 
are  moved,  except  that  in  filling  up  blanks 
the  largest  sum  and  the  most  remote  day 
shall  be  the  first  put. 

47.  The  rules  of  the  House  shall  be  ob- 
served in  all  committees  as  far  as  may  be 
applicable. 

48.  When  the  Committee  reports  a sub- 
stitute for  an  original  bill,  with  the  rec- 
ommendation that  the  substitute  pass,  it 
shall  be  in  order  to  read  the  substitute  a 
first  time  at  once  and  order  it  printed. 

49.  Petitions,  memorials  and  other 
papers  addressed  to  the  House  may  be 
presented  by  any  member,  who  shall  state 
briefly  to  the  House  the  contents  thereof, 
which  may  be  received,  read  and  referred 
on  the  same  day. 

50.  No  member  shall  speak  longer  than 
thirty  minutes  at  one  time,  nor  more  than 
once  on  the  same  question,  except  by 
leave  of  the  House;  but  the  member  who 
introduced  a measure  shall,  in  all  cases, 
have  the  right  to  close  the  debate,  and 
this  right  shall  not  be  denied  him  even 
after  the  previous  question  has  been  or- 
dered, although  he  may  have  spoken  once 
on  the  same  subject;  Provided,  the  mem- 
ber so  speaking  shall  not  be  allowed  more 
time  in  all  than  is  permitted  by  the  rules 
of  the  House  to  other  members.  No  mem- 
ber shall  speak  longer  than  five  minutes 
in  explaining  his  vote  on  any  roll  call. 

51.  While  the  Speaker  is  putting  a 
question  or  addressing  the  House,  or 
when  a member  is  speaking  no  person 
shall  walk  out  of  or  across  the  room,  or 
pass  between  the  member  speaking  and 
the  Chair,  or  entertain  private  discourse. 

52.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  oth- 
erwise, transgresses  the  rules  of  the 
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House,  the  Speaker  shall,  or  any  member 
may,  call  him  to  order. 

53.  When  a question  is  under  debate 
no  motion  shall  be  received  but — 

To  fix  the  time  to  which  to  adjourn. 

To  adjourn. 

A call  of  the  House. 

To  lay  on  the  table. 

The  previous  question. 

To  commit. 

To  postpone  to  a day  certain. 

To  postpone  to  a day  indefinite. 

To  amend. 

Which  several  motions  shall  have  pre- 
cedence in  the  order  in  which  they  are 
named;  and  no  motion — 

To  postpone  to  a day  certain. 

To  commit  or 

To  postpone  indefinitely. 

Being  decided,  again  shall  be  allowed 
on  the  same  day,  or  at  the  same  stage  of 
the  bill  or  proposition. 

Provided , that  when  a call  of  the  House, 
or  a roll  call  upon  any  bill,  resolution  or 
motion,  shall  disclose  the  fact  that  there 
is  not  a quorum  present,  then  the  follow- 
ing shall  be  the  order  of  business — 

A motion:  To  produce  a quorum  by 

compelling  the  attendance  of  absent  mem- 
bers. 

To  fix  the  time  to  which  to  adjourn. 

To  adjourn. 

A motion  for  a call  of  the  House. 

54.  The  rules  of  parliamentary  prac- 
tice comprised  in  Roberts'  Rules  of  Or- 
der, shall  govern  the  House  in  all  cases 
in  which  they  are  applicable  and  in  which 
they  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  stand- 
ing rules  and  orders  of  the  House,  or  the 
joint  rules  of  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives. 
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55.  If  a question  be  lost  by  adjourn- 
ment of  the  House,  and  revived  on  the 
succeeding  day,  no  member  who  has 
spoken  on  the  preceding  day  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  speak  again  on  the  same  ques- 
tion without  leave. 

56.  Any  two  members  shall  have  the 
liberty  to  dissent  from,  and  protest,  in 
respectful  language,  against  any  act  or 
resolution  which  they  shall  think  inju- 
rious to  the  public  or  any  individual,  and 
have  the  reasons  of  their  dissent  entered 
upon  the  Journal. 

57.  Questions  shall  be  distinctly  put  in 

this  form,  viz:  “As  many  as  are  of  the 

opinion  that”  (as  the  case  may  be)  “say 
‘Aye’  ” and,  after  the  affirmative  vote  is 
expressed,  “As  many  as  are  of  the  con- 
trary opinion  say,  ‘No’.”  If  the  Speaker 
doubts,  or  if  a division  be  called  for,  the 
House  shall  divide;  those  in  the  affirma- 
tive shall  first  rise  from  their  seats,  and 
afterwards  those  in  the  negative. 

58.  In  forming  a Committee  of  the 
Whole  House,  the  Speaker  shall  leave  his 
chair,  and  a chairman  to  preside  in  the 
committee  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Speaker. 

ADJOURNMENT. 

59.  The  hour  at  which  every  motion  to 
adjourn  is  made  shall  be  entered  on  the 
Journal. 

Ten  o'clock  in  the  morning  shall  be  the 
standing  hour  to  which  the  House  shall 
adjourn  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  a 
majority  vote. 

60.  A motion  to  adjourn  shall  be  de- 
cided without  debate  and  not  be  subject 
to  amendment. 

61.  No  rule  shall  be  suspended  with- 
out the  vote  on  roll  call  or  division  of 
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seventy-seven  members  or  of  two-thirds 
of  the  members  present,  nor  shall  any 
rule  be  altered  or  amended  without  one 
day's  notice  being  given  on  the  motion 
thereof,  and  the  vote  on  roll  call  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present,  but  any 
amendment  or  alteration  having  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Rules  Committee  may  be 
adopted  on  roll  call  or  division  by  a ma- 
jority of  the  members  elected. 

PREVIOUS  QUESTION. 

62.  The  previous  question  shall  be  put 
in  this  form:  “Shall  the  main  auestion  be 
now  put?"  and  until  it  is  decided  shall 
preclude  all  amendments  or  debate.  When 
it  is  decided  that  the  main  question  shall 
now  be  put,  the  main  question  shall  be 
considered  as  still  remaining  under  de- 
bate. 

The  effect  of  the  main  question's  being 
ordered  shall  be  to  put  an  end  to  all  de- 
bate, and  bring  the  House  to  a direct  vote, 
first,  upon  all  amendments  reported  or 
pending  in  the  inverse  order  in  which 
they  are  offered.  After  the  motion  for 
the  previous  question  has  prevailed,  it 
shall  not  be  in  order  to  move  for  a call 
of  the  House  unless  it  shall  appear  by 
yeas  and  nays,  as  taken  on  the  main  ques- 
tion, that  no  quorum  is  present;  or  to 
move  to  adjourn  prior  to  a decision  of  the 
main  question:  Provided , if  a motion  to 
postpone  is  pending  the  only  effect  of  the 
previous  questions  shall  be  to  bring  the 
House  to  a vote  upon  such  motion. 

63.  All  resolutions  or  petitions  calling 
for  the  appointment  of  committees,  or 
involving  the  expenditure  of  money,  and 
all  orders  in  reference  to  the  appointed 
employees,  or  the  increase  of  compensa- 
tion of  employees,  or  the  expenditures  of 
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moneys  for  incidental  expenses  of  the  ses- 
sion shall  be  referred  to  the  Appropria- 
tions Committee  without  debate. 

64.  The  Clerk  of  the  House  shall,  at 
the  time  of  delivery,  receive  a receipt 
from  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate  for  all 
messages  transmitted  from  the  House  to 
the  Senate,  and  shall  deliver  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Senate  a receipt  for  all  mes- 
sages transmitted  from  the  Senate  to  the 
House  at  the  time  of  delivery.
